There are a dozeu word* in the Eng- 
liflh language in everyday use 
for 
which enterpri*ing people have de­ 
spaired of ever finding a rhyme. 
The 
word “ month,” for example, i* one of 
these. 
"Silver” I* a word it seem* 
very easy to incurs a rhyme for, bm us a 
matter at faot, trying to find son,* thing 
to rhyme with “ *ilver" nearly drove u 
London writer of Verne insane long ago 
A* a last resort ho advertised in the 
newspaper* aud revived but one reply. 
It came from the master of verbal con 
tor ti on, W. 8. Gilbert, Sir Arthur Sul­ 
livan's erew hile partner, who submit 
ted the word “ c hilver. ” 
He wasn’t 
quite clear, he said, as to what a chil­ 
ver might la*, but he bad seen the word 
in advertiseiueuta of sale* of farm *t<*k 
■ne! had an idem which is correct, that 
it described a species of sheep. 
“ Orange” is another word without 
rhyme. “ Gulf" i* also without un Eng­ 
lish partner, and “ottlm" and “cusp" 
are alike solitary. Many poets who have 
nought in vain for rhyme* to “ revenge" 
aud “ avenge" w ill not be appeased 
when they learn that but two exist— 
peuge" and “ Stonehenge." “ Coif’’ 
is now, happily for versifiers, grow ing 
obsolete, for there is no word which 
rhymes with it. 
"Bcarf" has been dar­ 
ingly liukt*d at the end of a line with 
"half” or “ calf,'' but this is a practice 
to be discouraged. “ Scalp" rhymes only 
with "Alp," 
but, like “ babe" and 
"astrolabe," it would require much in­ 
genuity to find an excuse for bringing 
those words into juxtaposition. "False" 
bas on several occasions, by an abuse of 
poetio license, 
beeu 
associated with 
•valse," though the correct French pro­ 
nunciation of tho latter word would do 
■troy the rhyme. 


Of the names of places tho African 
towu of Timbuktu has long been fa 
mons for bewig without rhyme.

nearest ancress that any poet hus ever 
attained in this respect was when in 
some old v« rv s describing a desert hunt 
•'caaaov ary" was iii aile to rhyme with

Mario Carara. a disoiple of Cessre 
Lombroso, the Italian expert in crimi­ 
nal atithn)p« )logy, ha« made a special 
study of th» ‘ sports that criminals en­ 
gage in. The iunooent gaui» « of child­ 
hood, in the case of criminals, are tiiic- 
turi'd W’ith » ru» *lty and sometimes ac- 
tompaiii» *» ! by homicide. 
Criiiiiimls skip the rope, but part of 
the game is to trip up the jumper an'I 
let him fall heavily upon the stone pave- 
ment. 
Criminals play leapfrog, bat the ob­ 
ject of the game is that he who makes 
the “ baok” shall rise suddenly and vio­ 
lently just as the frr^ mounts and throw 
him to the ground. 
The criniinals^play blind man's buff, 
but the man with the lwndag» » d eyes 
carri» *s a handkt-rchi« *f bearing in one 
corner a jaggfni stone, a piece of hard, 
sharpi*ned wtxxl or a bit of iron. With 
this weapon he strikes those whom he 
pursneA 
Another remarkable form of this 
game is for the blinded one to be struck 
by one or another of his companions if 
he fails to name the one that touch» « 
him. The p» nalty is not the inuoce.nt 
one of tbe children's game, but a blow 
BO severe that a phjsiciaM has often to 
be oalled in after a game is over, and 
occasionally the sufferer is disabled for 
some time. 
It has b4*en found in those Italian re­ 
form alori» » s where prisoners are not 
kept in solitary confinement that pris­ 
oners’ games are often accompanied 
with blix)dsh*'d, and that it is almost 
lmp*)ssible to prevent cruelties. This is 
espi-idally true where prisoners work Ur 
gether, for th« *y wxrete tools and use 
them as weapons in brutal sporta 
In one of these games the player has 
in each hand a stick, having fixed in 
tho end a keen metallic point. 
Ho in- 
terweav» « liis arms, revolving the sticks 
with rapidity, and the game is for an­ 
other prisoner to thrust his head be­ 
tween the arms and endeavor to follow 
the revolutions of the sticks withont 
being woaud» *d. It usually happens that 
he reoi'ives 15 or 16 woniids and oomes 
oat with a bleeding head, while now 
and then mortal injuries are- received. 
Thu victim in another game has bis 
eyes bandaged and places his palm npon 
a table, with fingers spread fanlike. 
Another criminal repeatedly strikes be­ 
tween tho fingers with a pointed instru­ 
ment. 
If he wounds a finger, then the 
tw o change places, and woe to the man 
who n*fn« » s the exchange. Tbe game is 
daugcrons, although the criminals as- 
s» ‘rt that the wounds to the fingers are 
not -de**p or severe, because, they say, 
the metallic points are too short and do 
not ix'iietraU* far, a grim form of phil­ 
osophy. 
The sport of criminals is accompanieil 
by charact» *ristic craft. This is especial­ 
ly shown in the methods in which tbe 
newcomer is initiated into prison life. 
The novice is conducted into an impro­ 
vised court chamber, where the judges 
are his fellow prisoners. 
He is plaixxl 
upon a stand and gravely tried upon a 
protended ctiarge, and he has barely 
been condemn» d when the stand is sud­ 
denly drawn away, so that he is thrown 
violently upon the earth. 
Many games nee» « sarily imply resist- 
auco to pain as an absolnte condition of 
BuocesH. For example, there is the game 
of “ net» dlea ” One of the players places 
his closed fists upon the table, holding 
steadily two n» >edles, one in each hand, 
tho points being slightly exposed. 
It is 
the game 
then for a companion to 
strike with his own fists tbc« e of the 
other and becomes a question of endur­ 
ance betwei'U the one who is pricked 
with tho uwdlcH and the one whose fists 
are beaten by the other’s kuuckloA 
There are contests in which the fin­ 
gers and hands are deeply wounded, 
and the scars are au honorable distinc­ 
tion. 
The oharacteristio feature of all these 
games, which are the recreation exclu­ 
sively of criminals in prison, is the love 
of oombat If. as is held by experts, 
sports are the means of, working off the 
8ui>erflnou8 activity of life, it is evident 
that superfluous activity, in the case of 
prisoners, is especially powerful. It has 
been noted in the case of prisoners that 
there is a prevalence of great agility and 
litheuess, which Prctfessor Lombroso 
considers a negative evidence of mental 
weakness, since it testifies to a greater 
development of the notorial centers at 
the expeust» of the other ot rebral oeuteni. 
But usually this physical energy is not 
properly used in the ordinary life of the 
criminal and finds outlet and mijoymeut 
in sports. 
Another cbaracteristio of tbe games 
of criminals is the admiration shown 
fm: physical foroe, manifested in the 
docility with w hich the vauqnished in 
such sports submit to the brutality of 
the victors, a thing observed among 
savages. 
Finally the insensibility to pain ex­ 
hibited in sports of criminals proves 
that such meu are less acute in their 
piivsical senses as well as less sensitive 
to the paiu.3 d others, since what seems 
to others uselessly cruel is only the 
usual thing with criminala 
As the 
drunkard, his taste hardened by alcohol, 
has m*ed of a stimulant ooustantly 
stronger, so in the case of the criminal, 
the nervous system demands stimulants 
so strong that to the ordinary steady 
going individual they would be actually 
Pearstm’s Weekly.

sold his plant to the Bnggottx aud en­ 
gaged in the real estate business : but 
leaving that iu 1868, built tho plant of 
the D. E. McNicol company. In 1870 he 
purchased an interest in a Trenton pot- 
tery, intending it for his sons. They 
disposed of it iii 1873, mid purchasing 
the property now ow m il by the Goodwin 
Pottery company, have operated it since 
that time. 
A recognized trait iii the character of 
Mr. Goodwin was the honesty with 
which he ever dealt with his employes 
They one and all join in declaring that 
he was just at all times, and never 
allowed that petty tyranny so often 
fouud iii large factories. 
The funeral arrangements were ootn- 
pleted this morning. Services will be 
held at the residence on Walnut street, 
at 1 :80 o'clock next Friday afternoon.

CRIMINALS AT PLAY. 


THE CRUEL WAYS IN W HICH THEY 


“ AMUSE” THEMSELVES.

Mario ( ’arara, a disciple of Osar© 
Lorn brose, the Italian expert in crimi­ 
nal anthropology, baa made a xpecial 
Mtudy of th© aport* that criminal)* en­ 
gage in. Th© innocent games of child­ 
hood, in the case of crim inals are tinc­ 
ture! with cruelty aud Houietimca ac- 
roinpained by homicide. 
Criminal* skip the rope, but part of 
the gam© la to trip up tho jumper and 
let him fall heavily upon tho atone pave­ 
ment. 
Criminal* play leapfrog, but th© ob­ 
ject of the game is that he who makes 
tho “ back” shall ria© auddeuly u rn ! vio­ 
lently juat aa the frog mounts aud threw 
him to tho ground. 
Tho criminal* nitty blind man'* buff, 
but the man w ith the bandaged eye* 
carrion a handkerchief ta wring in one 
winier a jagged atone, a piece of hard, 
sharpened wood or a bit of iron. With 
this weapon he strike© those whout he 
pursues. 
Another remarkable form of this 
game i* for the blinded one to be struck 
by one or another of his companions if 
he fails to name the one that touche© 
him. The penalty is not the inuoc«\ot 
one of the children's game, but a blow 


* 0 severe that a physician has often to 
be cml led in after a gam© is over, and 
occaaioually the sufferer is disabled for 
some time. 
It hits been found in those Italian re 
formatories where 
prisoners are not 
kept in solitary confinement that pris 
oners’ games are often accompanied 
with bloodshed, and that it is almost 
impossible to prevent cruelties. This ut 
especially true where prisoners work to­ 
gether, for they secrete tools and us© 
them aa weapons iii brutal sports. 
In one of these games the player has 
in each hand a stick, having fixed in 
tho end a k* en metallic point 
H ein 
terweaves his arms, revolving the sticks 
with rapidity, aud the game is for an­ 
other prisoner to thrust his head be­ 
tween the arms and endeavor to follow 
the revolutions of the sticks without 
being wounded. It usually happens that 
he receives 15 or 16 wounds and oome© 
out with a bleeding head, while now 
and then mortal injuries are received. 
Tho victim in another game has his 
eyes bandaged and place© his palm upon 
a table, with fingers spread fanlike. 
Another criminal repeatedly strikes be­ 
tween tho fingers with a pointed instru 
ment. 
If ho wounds a finger, then the 
two change places, and woe to the man 
who refuses the exchange. The gam© is 
dangerous, although the criminals as­ 
sert that tho wounds to the fingers are 
not -deep or severe, because, they say, 
the metallic points are too short and do 
not penetrate far, u grim form of phil­ 
osophy. 
The sport of criminals is accompanied 
by characteristic craft This is especial 
ly shown in the methods in which the 
newcomer is initiated into prison life. 
Tho novioe is conducted into an impro­ 
vised court chamber, where the judges 
are his fellow prisoners. 
He is placed 
upon a stand and gravely tried upon a 
pretended charge, aud he has barely 
been coinhmnt d when the stand is (Hid­ 
denly drawn away, so that he is thrown 
violently upon the earth. 
Many games necessarily imply resist 
anco to pain as an absolute condition of 
success. For example, there is the game 
of “ needles. ” One of the players places 
his closed fists upon the table, holding 
steadily two needles, one in each band, 
the points being slightly exposed. 
It is 
the game 
then for a companion to 
strike with his own fists those of the 
other and becomes a question of endur­ 
ance between the one who is pricked 
with the Needle* and the one whose fists 
are beaten by the other’s knuckles. 
There are contests in which the fin­ 
gers and hands are deeply wounded, 
and the scnrs are an honorable distinc­ 
tion. 
The characteristic feature of all these 
games, which are the recreation exclu­ 
sively of criminals in prison, is the love 
of oombat If. as is held by experts, 
sports are the means of. working off the 
superfluous activity of life, it is evident 
that superfluous activity, in the case of 
prisoners, is especially powerful. It has 
been noted in the case of prisoners that 
there is a prevalence of great agility and 
litheness, which Professor Lorn bn so 
considers a negative evidence of mental 
weakness, since it testifies to a greater 
development of the notorial centers at 
the expense of the other ct rebral centers. 
But usually this physical energy is not 
properly used in the ordinary life of the 
criminal and finds outlet and enjoyment 
in sports. 
Another characteristic of the games 
of criminals is the admiration shown 
for physical force, manifested in the 
docility with which the vanquished in 
such sports submit to the brutality of 
the victors, a thing observed among 
savages. 
Finally the insensibility to pain ex­ 
hibited in sports of criminals proves 
that such men are lees acute in their 
physical senses as well as less sensitive 
to the pains of others, since what seems 
to others uselessly cruel is only the 
usual thing with criminals. As the 
drunkard, his taste hardened by alcohol, 
has need of a stimulant constantly 
stronger, so in the carny of the criminal, 
the nervous system demands stimulants 
•o strong that to the ordinary steady 
going individual they would be actually 
painful.—Pearson’s Weekly.
